The  student  body  newspaper  has  undergone 
extensive  reorganization  so  that  it  will  better  fulfill  the 
informational  needs  of  an  expanding  student  popula- 
tion. 

The  KAMPUS  VUE  will  be  published  weekly  and 
will  be  of  a  tabloid  size  printed  on  newspaper  stock. 
It  will  feature  a  minimum  of  8  pages  per  issue  which 
will  include  Letter  To  The  Editor  column,  a  calendar  of 
current  student  activities,  a  literary  section,  a  sports 
a  classified  section  for  full  and  part-time  employ- 
ment information,  display  advertising,  and  an  editorial 
section. 

The  economic  structure  of  the  newspaper  has  also 
been  apprei  i  ibl]  altered.  Formerly  the  S.G.A.  subsidy 
represented  approximately  80  per  cent  of  the  total  op- 
erating budget  while  the  remaining  20  per  cent  was  re- 
alized through  the  sale  of  advertisements.  The  amount 
of  money  needed  to  finance  the  newspaper  for  the  com- 
ing  year  has  reversed  this  practice  so  that  although  the 
S.G.A.  subsidy  has  increased,  it  will  only  account  for 
28  per  cent  of  the  total  operating  budget.-  The  sale  of 
commercial  advertising  will  now  have  to  realize  the  re- 
maining 12  per  cent  of  the  operating  revenue. 

This  new  organizational  and  financial  structure 
of  the  newspaper  will  offer  opportunities  for  a  mini- 
mum of  75  students  to  play  an  integral  role  in  its 
publication.  There  are  presently  openings  for  students 
interested  in  writing,  layout  design,  art  work,  distribu- 
tion, exchange,  typing,  copyreading,  proofreading,  and 
publicity.

Fitch-burg'  State  College  boasts 
a  new  high  in  student  enroll- 
ment reports  Dr.  Joseph  F.  Du- 
rant,  Dean  of  Students.  Approxi- 
mately 1,750  collegians  are  ex- 
pected when  classes  open  today. 
This  figure  represent;  an  in- 
crease of  100  per  cent  since  the 
1963  enrollment  of  000.  Exact 
figures  of  the  total  enrollment 
will  not  be  available  for  several 
weeks. 

Numbering  513,   the    freshman 
class  represently  nearly  one-third 
of   the  total   college   enrollment, 
to  respond  to  the  challenge  and 

The  curricular  distribution  re- 
veals that  the  majority  of  the 
incoming  sudents,  namely  175, 
have  enrolled  in  Elementary  Ed- 
ucation. The  remaining  break- 
down shows  that  151  are  enrolled 
in  the  Sciences;  79  in  Special 
Education;  59  in  Industrial  Arts, 
and  49  in  Nursing.

Employment 
Opportunities 

FSC  offers  two  types  of  em- 
ployment primarily  ior  those 
students  in  need  of  financial  as- 
sistance. First  there  is  the  reg- 
ular college  employment  on 
campus,  which  is  promoted  by 
the  college  itself.  Any  student 
may  apply  for  the  posted  job 
openings,  but  it  must  be  em- 
phasized that  those  who  can 
show  need  will  have  preference. 

The  other  student  employment 
plan  is  called  the  Work-Study 
Program.  This  arrangement  is 
federally  subsidized  and  only 
those  -  who  cannot  substantially 
finance  their  education  may  ap- 
ply. These  jobs,  which  are  con- 
fined '  strictly  to  die  campus, 
may  be  carried  through  the 
summer. 

Filling  in  openings  requires 
individual  attention.  Anyone 
who  wants  employment  and  can 
show  an  acceptable  need  should 
contact  Dean  Roache  or  Dean 
Fitzgibbon  for  a  personal  in- 
terview. 


The  new  Executive  Board  of 
the  Student  Government  Asso- 
ciation has  spent  a  busy  sum- 
mer preparing  what  should  be 
an  exciting  program  for  this 
academic  year.  Thomas  E. 
Christensen,  the  new  S.G.A. 
President,  promised  a  dynamic 
program  when  he  addressed  the 
S.G.A.   Banquet    last   May. 

Already  there  are  many  in- 
stances of  change  and  progress. 
When  questioned  regarding  these 
changes  and  their  immediate  ef- 
fect, Bob  Audette,  S.G.A.  Vice- 
President  commented,  "This  is 
going  to  be  an  exciting  year.  As 
much  as  there  are  many  obvious 
physical  and  policy  changes, 
there  are  more  to  come.  A  very 
effective  communication  has 
been  established  between  the 
student  body  and  the  faculty  and 
administration.  Everyone  is 
working   hard  for   the   College." 

Some  of  the  changes  in  evi- 
dence at  this  time  are:  New  out- 
door athletic  facilities  on  Pearl 
Hill  Road;  a  revamped  and  re- 
vitalized College  Newspaper; 
new  identification  cards  have  re- 
placed the  S.G.A.  Card.  Policy 
changes  include:  A  streamlined 
registration  procedure;  a  more 
flexible  attendance  system;  eli- 
mination of  green  cards  as  proof 
of  attendance  at  assemblies;  ex- 
tended library  hours  financed  by 
the  S.G.A.  on  a  trial  basis;  a 
new  Bulletin  Board  Policy  es- 
tablished to  make  the  boards 
more    interesting    and    informa- 


tive as  well  as  to  eleminate  the 
clutter  in  so  much  evidence  last 
year;  the  S.G.'A.  Room  trans- 
formed to  an  Association  Busi- 
nes  office  with  many  hours  of 
accessibility  to  all  the  students. 

Several  personnel  changes 
have  occurred  during  the  sum- 
mer. These  changes  include 
several  new  faculty  members, 
a  new  Dean  of  Admissions,  the 
promotion  of  Miss  Roache  to  the 
Dean  of  Women,  and  shift  of 
Dr.  Durant  from  Special  As- 
sistant to  the  President  to  the 
position   of    Dean   of   Students. 

With  all  that  has  been  ac- 
complished there  is  still  very 
much  more  in  the  offing.  S.G.A. 
Treasurer,  Paul  Celuzza  ex- 
hibited a  great  amount  of  en- 
thusiasm when  he  commented 
on  the  plans  ahead.  'This  will 
be  the  year  .that  our  little  Col- 
lege makes  its  mark.  People 
will  become  aware  that  despite 
our  relatively  small  size,  we 
are  a  quality  College.  We  have 
a  lot  of  which  we  can  be  right- 
fully  proud." 

Some  of  the  plans  scheduled 
for  this  year  .are:  The  S.G.A.  will 
sponsor,  with  the  cooperation  of 
the  College  newspaper,  a  poll 
to  either  establish  the  Falcon 
as  our  permanent  athletic  sym- 
bol and  rallying  point  for  im- 
proved school  morale  or  replace 
it  with  a  symbol  chosen  by  the 
majority    of    the    student    body;

Dr.  Nash  Explains  FC  Role 
Praises  Student  Leaders 


Dr.  John  Nash,  president  of 
the  Faculty  Council,  was  recent- 
ly interviewed  concerning  the 
cooperative  roles  between  the 
Faculty  Council  and  the  Student 
Welfare   Committee. 

The  Faculty  Council  is  an  in- 
strument to  express  the  faculty's 
voice  in  college  policy  decision- 
making.  The  Council's  concern ! 
is  to  study  whatever  areas  of 
college  life  it  considers  to  have 
problems  and/or  require  new 
approaches. 

When  asked  through  what  in- 
strument the  student  body  can  | 
identify  and  register  opinions 
about  problem  areas  concerning 
college  policy,  Dr.  Nash  replied: 
"Our  Student  Welfare  Commit- 
tee began  a  series  of  conversa-  ' 
tions  with  student  leaders  late 
in  the  spring  semester  of  last 
year.  A  number  of  sensitive  areas 


were  identified  at  that  time.  The 
Committee  will  continue  its 
study  and  expects  to  propose 
solutions  to  many  of  the  pro- 
blems discussed." 

Dr.  Nash  emphasized  that  the 
Student  Welfare  Committee  of 
the  Faculty  Council  is  of  special 
concern  to  all  students.  This 
committee  has  the  broad  func- 
tion of  affecting  productive 
student-faculty  relations  on  and 
off  campus.  All  matters  affect- 
ing student  morale  are,  there- 
fore, its  uoncern. 

In  closing  the  interview,  Dr. 
Nash  lauded  the  student  leaders: 
"I  am  impressed  with  the  ability 
and  maturity  of  the  present  stu- 
dent leaders  and  therefore,  I'm 
sure  that  this  will  be  a  year  of 
great  progress  in  student-faculty 
and  student-administration  re- 
lations."

Hear,  ye!  Hear,  Ye!  The 
Colonial  Room  is  now  open. 

Located  at  the  north  end  of 
the  commuters'  cafeteria,  the 
Colonial  Room  can  accomodate 
24  people  in  comfortable  dining 
atmosphere.

through  rallys  and  other  pro- 
grams; through  the  services  of 
the  Public  Relations  Committee 
there  are  plans  to  promote  our 
cultural  presentations  both  on 
campus  and  in  the  surrounding 
area;  Fitchburg  State  will  play 
host  to  ithe'  second  annual  con- 
ference of  the  Massachusetts 
Students  Association  and  there  is 
a  tentative  plan  to  sponsor  a 
newspaper  conference  on  this 
campus. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  so- 
cial activities  there  is  much 
planned.  There  will  be  three 
big  weekends  this  year  begin- 
ning with  a  new  S.G.A.  Week- 
end in  the  fall  semester,  fol- 
lowed by  the  Winter  Carnival 
and  topped  off  with  the  always 
successful    Junior    Weekend.

Dr.  George  H.  Merriam,  Aca- 
demic Dean,  was  recently  inter- 
viewed by  your  reporter.  Asked 
what  he  believed  today's  students 
most  sought,  he  replied,  "Rele- 
vance and  Quality".  "Students," 
Dean  Merriam  continued,  "are 
in  a  society  which  all  too  often 
does  not  give  them  a  sense 
of  involvement.  By  and  large 
well-fed,  well-housed,  offered 
many  opportunities  in  education, 
business,  and  professions,  stu- 
dents frequently  seem  to  be 
protesting  in  a  querulous  fashion 
at  the  state  of  American  society. 
But,  if  one  looks  beyond  the 
'frantic  fringe'  of  pot-smokers 
and  acid  heads,  dirty  word  ad- 
vocates and  shoeless  protesters 
in  dungarees  and  "poor  boy" 
sweaters,  one  becomes  aware  of 
a  hard  core  of  real,  sincere,  and 
articulate  concern  over  the  rele- 
vance and  quality  of  today's 
American  life.  These  students 
are  confused  and  disturbed  by 
the  Vietnam  war,  the  growing 
racial  disturbances,  the  tawdri- 
ness    of    much    of    our    society. 

"There  is  no  one  serious  re- 
sponse to  these  problems.  Some 
students  have  already  shown 
their  inclination  by  joining  the 
Peace  Corps,  which  will  soon  be 
sending  home  a  steady  stream 
of  concerned  young  people. 
Others  have  discovered  new  pos- 
sibilities in  religion.  "A  larger 
number,"  Dean  Merriam  specu- 
lated, "are  waiting  to  see  what 
their  elders  will  do.  Will  these 
elders  shrug  and  pass  by  pro- 
blems, or  will  they,  those  'over 
thirty',  face  the  relevant  challen- 
ges and  join  their  experience 
with  the  strength  of  youth  to 
better  their,  society?  On  the  an- 
swer to  this  question  will  .turn 
the  success  of  the  next  few 
years,  and  ultimately  the  quali- 
tative nature  of  our  country". 

Would  Dean  Merriam  make 
a  prediction  as  to  the  chance  for 
a  concerted  drive  for  relevance 
and  high  quality? 

"N0  prediction,  but  a  com- 
ment. The  times  have  never  been 
more  propitious  for  improvement 
in  society,  IF  all  segments  can 
find  common  goals  attractive  and 
demanding  enough  to  gain  their 
allegiance.  I  fervently  hope  we 
can  find  and  agree  upon  them 
in  time."

Over  seven  hundred  years  ago 
a  young  student  wrote  to  St. 
Thomas  Aquinas  and  asked  him 
how  to  study.  The  great  scholar 
wrote  a  reply  -which  is  timeless 
in  its  wisdom  and  application. 
Since  my  own  words  of  wisdom 
have  yet  to  be  proven  timeless, 
how  better  help  welcome  you 
to  college  life  than  by  offering 
you  the  wisdom  of  St.  Thomas? 

Letter  of  Saint  Thomas  Aqui- 
nas to  Brother  John 
Brother    John,    dear    to    me    in 
Christ: 

Since  you  have  asked  me  how 
you  should  set  about  acquiring 
the  treasure  of  knowledge,  here 
is  my  advice:  Do  not  try  to 
plunge  immediately  into  the 
ocean  of  learning,  but  go  by 
way  of  little  streams;  for  diffi- 
cult things  are  more  easily 
mastered  once  you  have  over- 
come easier  ones. 

Concerning  your  way  of  living 
as  a  student,  this  is  my  advice: 

D0  not  be  loquacious  or  in- 
clined to  waste  too  much  time 
in  the  recreation  room; 

Preserve  your  purity  of  con- 
science; 

Set  time  apart  for  prayer; 

If  you  would  wish  to  drink  in 
the  wine  of  knowledge,  spend 
as  much  time  as  possible  study- 
ing in  your  room; 

Be  courteous  to  everybody,  or 
at  least  try  to  be;  but  do  not  be 
familiar  with  anyone,  for  much 
familiarity  breeds  contempt  and 
will  involve  you  in  things  that 
will   distract  you  from  study; 

Also,  do  not  get  entangled  in 
the  affairs  of  others,  whose  way 
of  life  is  different  from  yours; 

Avoid  all  useless  conversation 
and  Tneanderings;

Do  not  mind  by  whom  a  thing 
is  being  said;  but  rather  pay. 
attention  to  vrhat  is  said; 

Strive  to- understand  what  you 
read,  and  clear  up  any  doubts 
that  confront  you; 

Try  to- stoise  all  the  knowledge 
you  can  in  your'  mind,  just  as 
if  you  were  trying  to  fill  a 
vessal  to  the  ibrim. 

Know  your  limitations  and  do 
not  try  to  overtax  your  abilities. 

Learn  a  lesson  from  that 
Blessed  Dominic,  who,  during 
his  lifetime,  accomplished  great 
things  for  his  fellow  men  and 
for  the  Lord  of  Hosts. 

If  you  will  follow  this  advice, 
you  will  be  able  to  fulfill  your 
ambitions  and  attain  your  goal 
in  life.

The  Freshman  class  will  be 
given  an  opportunity  next  week 
to  become  acquainted  with  their 
new  educational  surroundings 
and  collegemates.  This  week  of 
initiation  will  begin  Monday, 
September  18. 

Contrary  t0  popular  student 
disbelief,  Frosh  Week  is  a  worth- 
while experience.  It  is  intended 
to  help  the  student  to  more 
readily  adjust  to  the  college  com- 
munity through  a  clear  under- 
standing of  the  important  in- 
formation in  the  Student  Hand- 
book. Following  are  the  rules 
for   Freshman   Week: 

1  The  following  rules  apply  to 
all   freshman   without   exception. 

2.  No  freshman  can  be  taken 
off  campus  for  the  purpose  of 
initiation. 

3.  Freshman  shall  not  be  asked 
to  do  anything  they  consider 
morally   or   ethically  wrong. 

4.  Ail  freshmen  must  address 
upperclassmen  as  Mister,  Miss  or 
Missus.  Mr.,  Miss,  or  Mrs. 

5.  Freshmen  must  wear  their 
beanies  at  all  times  on  campus, 
except  when  in  their  own  dormi- 
tory rooms. 

6.  No  freshman  will  be  allowed 


to  sit  on  the  front  steps  of 
Thompson  hall  between  the  hours 
of  8.30  a.  m.   and  4:30  p.   m. 

7.  There  shall  be  no  high  school 
letters  or  insignia  worn  at  any 
time. 

8.  All  freshmen  must  wear  a 
sign  (9"X12")  on  the  front  upper 
part  of  their  body.  The  sign  'must 
contain  the  following  informa- 
tion: Name,  Section,  Home  Ad- 
dress,   Dormitory   Address. 

9.  Freshmen  will  not  be  per- 
mitted to  use  the  front  center 
walk  nor  the  middle  door  of 
Thompson  Hall. 

10.  Freshmen  must  stay  off 
all  campus  lawns. 

11.  AH  freshmen  must  relin- 
quish their  chairs  in  the  lobbies 
or  on  the  porches  of  all  four 
dormitories.  This  will  also  in- 
clude the  Commuter's  Lounge. 
This  will  be  done  at  the  request 
of  an  upperclassman. 

12.  All  freshmen  must  carry 
matches  and  be  prepared  to 
light  cigarettes  for  upperclass- 
men. 

13.  All  freshmen  must  learn 
the  Alma  Mater  and  sing  it  upon 
request  of  an  upperclassmen. 


14.  All  freshmen  men  must 
wear  a  tie  and  shirt  when  on 
campus  outside  of  their  own 
dormitory  room. 

15.  The  most  important  rule. 
ALL  FRESHMEN  ARE  TO  BE 
RESPONSIBLE  FOR  ALL  THE 
INFORMATION  IN  THE  STU- 
DENT HANDBOOK  UNDER 
THE  FOLLOWING  CATEGOR- 
IES: FSC  FACTS,  FACILITIES 
AND  SERVICES,  ACTIVITIES 
AND  SERVICES,  YOUR  SGA 
MEMBERSHIP.  Freshmen  are 
also  required  to  know  the  layout 
of  the  campus,  the  names  of  key 
personnel  such  as  the  College 
administrative  officials  and  the 
SGA  Executive  Officers.  Fresh- 
men must  state  any  of  the  above 
INFORMATION  AT  THE  RE- 
QUEST OF  AN  UPPERCLASS- 
MAN. 

16.  There  shall  be  no  changes 
in  the  above  rules. 

17.  There  shall  be  no  individual 
or      excessive     hazing     allowed. 

18.  THE  ABOVE  RULES 
HAVE  BEEN  APPROVED  BY 
THE  STUDENT  GOVERNMENT 
ASSOCIATION  AND  WILL  BE 
FOLLOWED  BY  ALL  STU- 
DENTS.

Buckhorn  Children's  Center

Delphyn  "Del"  Nourie,  who 
was  a  member  of  the  Congre- 
gation of  Religious  of  Christian 
Education  before  entering  FSC, 
became  a  Papal  volunteer  in  the 
Presbyterian  Summer  Work  Pro- 
gram. 

Del,  a  Roman  Catholic,  learn- 
ed about  this  eight  week  project 
from  a  lecture  at  the  Newman 
Center.  Fr.  Brehan  from  Glen- 
mary  Home  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio 
asked  for  volunteers  who  would 
show  a  spirit  of  true  ecumenism 
and  offer  their  services  to  this 
Protestant    charitable    center. 

Miss  Nourie  was  stationed 
6t  the  Buckhorn  Children's  Cen- 
ter in  Buckhorn,  Kentucky.  The 
Institution  cares  for  the-  emotion- 
ally disturbed  and  mentally  re- 
tarded between  the  ages  of  eight 
and  sixteen,  most  of  whom  were 
either    deliquent    or    abandoned. 

Among  the  other  six  volun- 
teers working  with  Del  was  an- 
other Catholic,  Michael  Delaney, 
a  student  at  the  University  of 
Eastern  ^Kentucky. 

The  children  were  engaged  in 
projects  designed  to  teach  the 
value  of  work.  In  addition  to 
a  complete  course  in  arts  and 
crafts,  .simple  physical  tasks  in 
painting,  gardening,  houseclean- 
ing  and  cooking  were  supervised. 
This  may  not  appear  to  have 
been  major  accomplishments  un- 
til it  isirealized  that  the  attention 
Spans  of  the  children  lapsed  after 
ten  minutes.  As  many  as  four 
or  five  projects  had  to  be  initiat- 
ed every  two  hours. 

All  was  not  work,  however, 
for  the  youngsters  were  taken 
©n  weekly  outings.  These  outings 
Were  described  as  rewards  for 
the  work  done  duping  the  week. 

Since  the  children  live  at 
Buckhosrn  all  ■  year,  the  Center 
employs  a  full-time  staff.  These 
workers,  who  receive  a  small 
nominal  salary,  enter  on  a  vol- 
unteer basis.  Miss  Nourie  person- 
ally felt  that  this  permanent  staff 
lacked  'the  necessary  compassion 
and  treated  the  children  as 
Statistics.  However,  Del  qualified 
Ifthis  statement  by.  .noting  that 
because  of  the  large  number  of 
cases  "i  becomes  difficult  tG  in- 
dividualize  problems." 

"I  wanted  to  put '  my1  "atrtis 
around,  them  and.  give  them  all 
my  love"  was  Del's  reaction  to 


the  children.  Although  she  real- 
ized that  a  professional  stand- 
ard must  be  met  in  the  child- 
adult  relationship,  -she  also  be- 
lieved that  the  young  people 
should  be  treated  as  individuals. 

Del  said,  "I  think  one  of  the 
best  ways  we  became  acquainted 
with  them  was  by  offering  to 
help  them  with  the  dishes  or  by 
playing  baseball  and  other  games 
with  them  during  our  spare 
time."  She  further  commented 
that  by  acting  honestly  with 
these  students  "one  could  draw 
good  responses."  Among  the 
many  remarkable  improvements 
was  the  case  of  an  emotionally 
disturbed  mute  who  began  to 
speak  in  short  sentences  to  Del 
and    another    volunteer. 

During  her  stay  Del  met  and 
spoke  with  Jack  Wheller,  author 
of    Yesterday's    People.    He   at- 
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Joseph  E. 
Underwood  Jr. 

Fichburg  State  college  notes 
the  absence  of  one  of  its  re- 
spected faculty  members,  Joseph 
E.  Underwood,  Jr.  In  June  1967, 
Mr.  Underwood  was  stricken  and 
died  of  natural  causes. 

While  at  FSC,  Mr.  Underwood 
was  assistant  professor  of  history 
and  evening  librarian.  After  re- 
ceiving his  A.B.  from  Holy  Cross 
college  in  Worcester,  Mr.  Under- 
wood earned  his  B.S.  in  educa- 
tion from  Fitchburg  State  Tea- 
chers' college  in  1933  and  his 
M.-®.  in  education  from  the  Col- 
lege in  1934. 

It  is  with  deep  respect  that 
the  student  body  will  remember 
Mr.  Underwood.

The  demanding  office  of  Dean 
of  Women  has  been  assumed 
by  Miss  Mary  Roach.  Miss 
Roache  received  her  B.  S.  and 
Ed.  M.  from  FSC  and  before 
taking  her  new  position  was  a 
member  of  the  faculty  in  the 
Department  of  Ed.  She  took 
additional  courses  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Massachusetts  and  a; 
Boston  University.  Miss  Roache's 
experiential  background  includes 
past  posi'tions  as  teacher,  teach- 
ing principal,  supervising  prin- 
cipal, elementary  principal  and 
Director  of  Elementary  Student 
Training. 

Concerning  her  new  post  Miss 
Roache   states: 

"The  scope  of  the  office  of 
Dean  of  Women,  as  I  see.  it, 
is  to  establish  a  friendly,  work- 
ing relationship  between  the 
women    students    and   myself. 

"My  primary  purpose  as  Dean 
of  Women  is  to  develop  in  each 
girl  —  courage,  initiative,  and 
the  ability  to  take  care  of  her- 
self in  addition  to  developing 
:he  womanly  virtues  and  graces 
expected  of  an  individual  who 
has  the  intent  to  become  a  pro- 
fessional person. 

"All  women  students  are 
urged  to  see  me  if  they  have 
personal  problems  that  they 
cannot  seem  to  solve.  I  do  not 
want  students  to  appear   in  my 


would  prefer  not  to  use  to  any 
great  degree. 

"As    I -visualize    the    work,    I 

feel  that  one  must  listen  with 
sympathy  and  either  give  guid- 
ance or  take  disciplinary  action 
as    the    situation    demands. 

"I  also  feel  strongly  that  as 
women  students  show  by  their 
actions  that  they  are  respons- 
ible individuals  they  should  be 
given  a  greater  opportunity  to 
-bare    in    school   government. 

"The  measure  of  satisfaction  a 
woman  student  will  derive  from 
college  will  depend  upon  the  ex- 
cent  to  which  she  becomes  an  in- 
tegral part  of  the  life  of  the 
college. 

"My  wish  for  every  woman 
student  would  be  that  she  dis- 
cover here,  in  abundance,  op- 
portunities to  learn  and  serve 
as  sbr  seeks  to  establish  herself 
as  a  scholar  and  a  leader  in  the 
college    community." 

When  asked  if  she  will  teach, 
Miss   Roache    answered: 

"1  will  no  longer  be  teach- 
ing   an   Education    Course.'' 


Arts,  for  example,  there  is  per- 
haps an  interest  in  mechanical 
devices  or  other  such  areas.  In 
Special  Education'  the  driving 
force  could  be  an  interest  in 
social  -work. 

With  this  knowledge  in-  the 
area  of  motivational  responses 
of  students,  Dr.  Durant  will  be 
heading  a  team  of  people  includ- 
ing Mr.  William  Fitzgibbon 
(Dean  of  Men),  Miss  Mary 
Roache  (Dean  of  Women),  Mr.

The  actual  scope  of  Dr.  Dur- 
ants  position  in  particular  will 
concern  nnn-academic  matters. 
He  hopes  lo  be  able  to  help  the 
students  to  attain  a  level  of 
responsible  freedom  and  also 
to  have  available  to  listen  to  per- 
sonal   or    academic   matters.

Soccer,  a  new  sport  on  the 
"idiot  box"  yet  an  old  one  at 
Fitchburg  State,  will  begin  its' 
season  on  September  27.  Fitch- 
burg has  produced  an  ail-Ameri- 
can and  many  conference  cham- 
pionship teams,  including  two 
within  the  last  four  years.  This 
year,  however,  has  to  be  one 
of  building  for  Coach  Cassasa 
and  his  Falcons.  Because  -of 
graduation  in  the  past  two  years, 
our  team  has  lost  all  experi- 
enced starters  except  for  Cap- 
tain James  Catalini  and  Bob 
Hunter.  Hunter  and  Donnie 
Starr,  a  second  year  man,  are 
expected  to  lead  the  offense  for 
the  booters.  Helping  out  the 
high-scoring  Starr  will  be  his 
brother  Tommy  alsong  with  sec- 
ond year  men  Ed  Marchant  and 
Jim   Miller. 

Captain  Catalini  is  the  only 
returning  defensive  starter  of 
last  year,  but  has  a  promising 
group  of  players  who  have 
graduated  from  the  "animal 
squad"  to  help   him. 

As  usual,  there  are  many  open- 
ings on  this  team,  and  for  the 
Falcons  to  be  successful  this 
year,  they  must  have  help  from 
the  Freshman  Class.  Over  the 
past  few  years,  at  least  three 
freshmen  have  won  starting 
roles.  Coach  Cassasa  and  "Cat" 
are  encouraging  more  Freshmen 
to  try  out  for  the  team.  They 
both  stressed  that  experience  is 
not  necessary. 


Field  Beasts  Facilities  For 
Soccer,  Tennis,  Basketball 
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No  longer  is  the  hope  for 
better  athletic  facilities  the  im- 
possible dream  of  Fitchburg 
State  College.  Over  33  acres  of 
land  has  been  purchased  to 
improve  its  basketball,  tennis, 
soccer,  and  physical  education 
facilities.  Located  on  the  right 
hand  side  beyond  the  inter- 
section of  Pearl  Hill  Road  and 
John  Fitch  Highway,  the  field 
is  still  under  development.  How- 
ever, some  facilities  have  been 
completed. 

Two  basketball  courts  and  four 
tennis  courts  are  now  available 
to  the  students.  Made  of  a  "rub- 
cor"  surface,  the  courts  are  de- 
signed to  yield  slightly  underfoot 
and  have  been  shaded  green  to 
minimize  glare  and  heat  attract- 
ion. 

Beyond    the    basketball    courts 

is  a  practice  field  which  will  be 

completed  in  time  for  the  spring 


physical  education  sessions.  Phy- 
sical education  classes  for  the  fall 
semester  will  be  conducted  at 
Coolidge  Park  as  usual. 

The  new  soccer  field,  located 
beyond  the  tennis  courts,  will 
also  be  available  in  the  spring 
of  1968.  Like  the  practice  field, 
the  soccer  field  has  been  seeded 
and  irrigated  to  help  the  grass 
grow  more  rapidly.  A  comfort 
station  will  be  installed  by  the 
opening  of  that  season. 

Although  the  remaining  acres 
of  land  have  not  been  cleared  the 
potentials  afforded  are  vast.  The 
college  foresees  the  addition  of 
a  track  and  baseball  field.  This 
expansion,  however,  is  still  in 
the   planning  stage. 

Since  the  intersection  of  Pearl 
Hill  Road  and  John  Fitch  High- 
way may  present  a  safety  pro- 
blem extreme  caution  has  been 
advised.

Use  Of  College 
Buildings,  Facilities

8  Regulations  for  the  use  of 
Weston  Auditorium  must  be 
obtained  through  the  Assist- 
ant to  the  President  of  the 
College.
